Just  as  heretofore**  be  put 
under  Jurisdiction  of  the  foreign  Trade  Bureau  of  tlw*  foi'eigr 
Office;  and-  alBO  matters  relative  to  disposal  of  assets  owned  by 
enemy  nationals  in  JAPA1J  under  the  Jurisdiction  of  the  finance 
Ministry  Just  a*  in  the  past. 

Thus  these  matters  will  be  hendlod  by  the  Enemy  Assets  Control 
Commission  formed  by  the  relevant  officials  of  various  ministries. 
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
